MR. HUGH LEWIS IN SOUTH 
| AMERICA. . - 


A THE NEW BILL. 
Mr. Hugh Léwis, .general man- 
ager of the Liverpool and London 
and Globe Insurance Co. Ltd., has 
returned from his ‘viait to South 
America. | 7 ‘ 

As the head of a great {naur- 
ance company with many ramifica- 
tions and international interests it 
was thought that Mr. Lewis's views 
on world instirance conditions 
might’ be of interest. In ‘answer 
to a question put by “The, Herald” 
representative,’ Mr. Lewis replied 
that those insurance’ companies 
with o -diatribution of business 
would probably Jook on .1927 as 
rather better than the preceding 
years, and that though the, results 
were patchy, moderate profits had 
been earned on the ‘average, which 
was very welcome, since fire, acci- 
dent; and miscellaneous insurance 
generally had been passing through 
lean times. : 

In reply to the question as to 
whether he found the general Ar- 
gentine insurance situation satis- 
factory, Mr.-° Lewis sald that he’ 
knew of nothing to cause him to 
take other than a reasonably hope- 
ful attitude. There were always 
dificulties to be found in the’ life 
of a’ virile, active, community, and 
it was the opportunity and the pri-' 
vilege of men of commonsense and 
goodwill to find the appropriate 
means of disposing of these. © 


‘He thought British and foreign 
companies generally would grate- 
fully pay homage to the’rare spirit 
of good sportsmanship with which 
they were always treated in Bri- 
tain,.as traders secking to give

show that the latter atill.approve

Service officers, Why... should |: 
homeless and destitute boys be 
trained to become officers in the 
Mercantile Marine, while no other 
avenue for similar advancement 
-Is-open.in other. professions,.or.in 
the trades of their choice, for in 
the latter. & tradesman’ corrés- 
ponds with a seaman, not an offi- 
eor? One never reads of such 
lads being | trained -to’ become 
judges, lawyers, naval, military, 
or Air Force officers, doctors, 
merchants, shipowners, - shop- 
keepers, publicana, Parsons or 
policemen.

Confucius is a fetvaiien and 
not’ a-maker, and aa he himeelf 
said: “I am not one who was 
born in the possession of know- 
ledge; I am one who is fond. of 
ila fe and earnest in seeking 

there.’ - And ‘as we have seen, 
ite believed that the remedy suit- 
able for his. age of corryptness 

and disorder was a reassertion of 
the wisdom of the ancients cand 
a re-establishment. of the old tra- 
ditions. We are naturally ke&n in 


inquiring what were these artvient, 


custorns, wisdoms, and traditions. 
They fall into two groups;. the 
five Classics which had from ear- 
ly ages’ been regarded. as “the 
source of all wisdom and know- 
ledge and which were compiled 
and revised by Confucius; and 
secondly, the, traditional Golden 
Age of the patriarchal kings who 
reigned from 2856 to 2197 B.C. 

The Five Classics consist - of 
firstly, the Book of History. This 
contains a plain historical. narra- 
tive of the events which occurred 
during: the first. dynasties of the 
Chinese Kings, It is full of moral 
reflections and abounds in in- 
structions as to the pursuit and 
practice of virtue by every per- 
gon, from the king to the ‘hum- 
blest citizen. Secondly, the Book 
of Changes. This is the: book of 
trigrams that has been the basis 
of Chinese divination. 
grams “are © sets of three lines 
which are either broken or -not. 
The trigrams are combined into 
hexagrams and by their differ- 
‘ent combinations, 64 variations 
are obtained. Events, qualities 
and existences of all sorts are at- 
tached to each of the variations. 

This is the most. difficult of all 
Chinese books—much more dif- 
ficult than Einstein's Theory of 
Relativity. Confucius once. said 
‘that if some years were added to 
his life, he would give fifty to the 
study’ of the’ Book: of Changes, 
and then-he might come. to be 
without faults. - ~ 

‘300 Odes.’ 
Thirdly, the Book of Odes or 


Boapk of .Poctry. ‘This is a col-|' 


lection of three hundred odes, 
selected ‘and compiled by .Con- 
fucious. They are’ all of a pa- 
triotic or moral character,. Con, 
fucius often told his ‘disciples to 
study this ‘book for its instruc- 
tiye value. .Fourthly, the Book 
of Rites or’ Book of Ceremonies. 
This is a collection by Con- 
fucius of the various customs in- 
culcated by former sages, a col- 
lection in which all the details of 
daily life, even sitting, standing, 
eating, and walking are dwelt 
upon,: and ‘proper mode of action 
is prescribed for almost, all pos- 
sible’ occasions. ‘Confucious once 
said to his son: “Have you studi- 
ed the Odes? If you don't study 
the Book of. Rites you don’t know | 
how ,to' “establish yourself in ‘the 
| World.”

His chief inter- 
est, the Willys-Overland, had lost 
its market through concentrating 
on the manufacture, of war sup- 
plies., Twenty-nine other corpora- 
tions of which he was an officer 
had,. as peace-time activities, 
been neglected during the war to 
the point of failure.

THE “ ‘ ITALIA.” 


Complete Account of the 


_ Disaster. 
" . THRILLING STORY. 


General Nobile Tells of the 
Airship’s Plight. 
Rome, Yesterday, 

The first complete account of the 
disaster to the “Italia” has been 
recoived by wireless by the “Cittn 
de Milanc,” which has re-establish- 
ed perfecc' communication with the 
“Italia.” The message gives | the 
position of General Nobile’s_ party 
on the evening of June 12 as Lat. 
80.38 North Long 26.55 East, 

; Hit Pack-lee, 

General Nobile states that at 
10.30 a.m.con May 25 they were fly- 
‘ing smoothly at.an attitude’ of 500 
metres when auddenty they became 
heavy and descended rapidly. They 
hit the jee-pack within’ two 
minutes, and the cabin'and ‘part of 
the upper steelwork broke | away. 
The airship herself: carried east- 
wards, The, ovcupants of the cabin 
which was smashed miraculously 
escaped with their lives. 

General Nobile adds that: only a 
minute after. the crash ‘he and 
his comrades. shouted passionately 
“Long live Italy." The bulk of 
the cabin equipment is intact, 

The report . continues, on the 
evening of May 30, Commandants 
Marfano and Zappi ‘and the Sw ‘edish 
scientist Malmgren started’ from 
seven miles north-east of Foyn' 
Island to, North’ Cape, tuking food 
suppiits, They expected to Dro- 
ceed six miles a day. 

General Nobile’s party consists 
of the Czecho-Slovak scientiat, 
Behounek, the. Naval Lieutenant, 
Vigtierl, the engineer, Troiani, the 
chief technician, Cecioni, and the 
wireless operator, Biagi.
